WHEN space permits raspber­ 
ries sho uld be Included In the 
Freedo m garden. Fifty plants re­ 
quire abo ut 15 0 feet o f running 
ro ws. Such a planting will y ield 
abo ut 5 0 quarts o f berries, which 
is all the av erage faintly will re­ 
quire fo r use as fresh fruit o r fo r 
canning o r freezing. 
A co mparativ ely new early red 
raspberry , “ Sunrise," is highly 
reco mmended. It starts to ripen 
abo ut two weeks earlier than the 
po pular Latham. It Is abo ut the 
size o f the latter and a bright 
red when rip ening. The berries 
are v ery firm and do no t crumble 
when picked. 
The berries, Illustrated In the 
acco mpany ing Garden-Graph, are 
a mild sub-acid In flav o r with a 
go o d raspberry aro ma. Their tex ­ 
ture and quality are ex cellent. 


The plants are v igo ro us and 
bear heav ily and are highly re­ 
sistant to the diseases which 
bo ther many o f the red rasp­ 
berries. 
Raspberries sho uld be planted 
as so o n as the so il can be co ndi­ 
tio ned. 
'They are sensitiv e to 
po o rly drained so il and gro w best 
o n a slo pe where they receiv e 
full sun. Like strawberries they 
sho uld no t be planted o n newly 
turned so d fo r fear o f Injury fro m 
the attacks o f white grubs. 
An easy wa y to plant raspber­ 
ries pro v iding the so il is in pro per 
phy sical co nditio n is Illustrated. 
The plants sho uld be set two 
Inches deeper than they were pre­ 
v io usly placed. 
After planting, 
firm the so il tho ro ughly aro und 
the plants and cut the canes back 
three, fo ur o r six Inches abo v a 
so il lev el. 


KAESER SAYS the Ohio Ex ­ 
p erim ent Station has had good 
resu lts with Balboa ry e for ea r­ 
ly Sp ring and late Fall p astu re. 
This ry e p rodu ces forage which 
is rich in p rotein when the p lant 
is growing fast. Wheat or other 
sm all grains can be p astu red a 
few week s in the Sp ring withou t 
redu cing grain y ields m ore than 
three to fiv e bu shels p er acre. 
Univ ersity agro no mists rec­ 
o mmend so wing mix tures o f 
legumes and grasses fo r hay o r 
pasture in preference to alfalfa 
alo ne. Bro me grass and alfal­ 
fa make a go o d co mbinatio n. 
Ladino clo v er is rapidly gain­ 
ing fav o r as an Ohio pasture 
plant. It gro ws persistently , 
y ields well, and stands a lo t o f 
trampling. 
Agronomists say that an ap ­ 
p lication of lime ev ery third or 
fou rth y ear and a few hu ndred 
p ou nds of fertilizer p er acre will 
dou ble or trip le the y ield of m ost 
u nimp rov ed Ohio p astu res. Some 
p astu res may need reseeding in 
sp ots bu t most of the p astu re 
sods will thick en enou gh if ex ­ 
tra p lant food is su p p lied.

Raspberries Rate Place in Freedom 
Garden

WHEN* space permits raspber­ 
ries should be Included In the 
Freedom garden. Fifty plants re­ 
quire about 150 feet of running 
row’s. Such a planting will yield 
about 50 quarts of berries, W’hich 
Is all the average family will re­ 
quire for use as fresh fruit or for 
canning or freezing. 
A comparatively new early red 
raspberry, “Sunrise/' is highly 
recommended. It starts to ripen 
about two weeks earlier than the 
popular Latham. It is about the 
size of tile latter and a bright 
red when ripening. The berries 
are very firm and do not crumble 
when picked. 
The berries, Illustrated In the 
accompanying Garden-Graph, are 
a mild sub-acid In flavor with a 
good raspberry aroma. Their tex­ 
ture and quality are excellent. 


The plants are vigorous and 
bear heavily and are highly re­ 
sistant to the diseases which 
bother many of the red rasp­ 
berries. 
Raspberries should be planted 
as soon as the soil can be condi­ 
tioned. 
'They are sensitive to 
poorly drained soil and grow best 
on a slope where they receive 
full sun. Like strawberries they 
should not be planted on newly 
turned sod for fear of injury from 
tho attacks of white grubs. 
An easy way to plant raspber­ 
ries providing the soil Is in proper 
physical condition Is Illustrated. 
The plants should be set two 
inches deeper than they were pre­ 
viously placed. 
After planting, 
firm the soil thoroughly around 
the plants and cut the canes back 
three, four or six Inches above 
Boil level.

When bidding on live animals, Swift & Company's 
buyers estimate the yield and grade of edible meat.

Gage Rate of Planting Corn 
by the Yield Expected 


by George H. Duncan 
U niversity of Illinois 
Proper balance between the number 
of plants per acre and the ability of 
your land to produce, is needed for 
maximum com yield. On tile average, 
com yields care highest when the ears weigh ap­ 
proximately Lj pound each. 
Use of the average size ear, as a good measure of 
whether or not Hie number of plants is great enough 
for maximum yield, is a result of many field trials. 
These tests have been made at the Illinois Agri­ 
cultural Experiment Station and other Corn Belt 
stations. 
On this same basis, if your average ear last fall 
weighed over 1 a pound, you probably did not get 
maximum yield. W ith more plants in your fields, 
producing more and smaller ears, your cribs might 
nave been fuller. 
To put these results to work, you should know 
th at 7.000 half-pound ears per acre are needed for a 
60-bushel yield. Seventy-five bushels require 10,500 
such ears; one hundred bushels, 14,000 ears; and 
one hundred 
twenty-five bushels, 17,500 half- 
pound ears. 
At planting time, yield of your land should l*» 
estimated. Keep in mind th at not every kernel w ill 
froduce a plant. Expect 90 plants from each IOO 
emels, under favorable conditions. 
If you estim ate your land can produce 50 bushels 
per acre/ you should end the season with 7,000 
plants. This calls for planting two kernels per hill 
in row’s 40 inches apart each way. With this same 
spacing, if one estimates yield at 75 bushels, ha 
should plant three kernels per hill; IOO bushels, 
four kernels; and 126 bushels, five kernels.
